New Delhi, the 11th December, 1974 

(The following is published for general information) 

C.S.R. 1350. — In exercise of the powers conferred by article 
145 of the Constitution, and all other powers enabling it in 
this behalf, the Supreme Court hereby makes, with the appro- 
val of the Picsident, the following rules further to amend 
the Supreme Court Rules, 1966, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Supreme Court 

(Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

G, S. R. 1351. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Computer Centre Non-Secretariat posts in the Programme Evalua- 
tion Organisation of Planning Commission, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement ;—(i) These rules may bo called the Planning Commission, Programme Evaluation Organisation 
(Computer Centre, Non-Secretariat posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(ii) They shall come into froce on the date of Publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of Posts, classification and scale of pay:— The number of the said posts, their cTassiflcatibn" and the' scTafe of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc: — ^Thc method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Qualifications; No person, 

(a) Who has entered into or conti acted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person 

shall bo eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax; Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may by order, for reasons 
to be recorded in witting and in consulation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect 
of any class or category of persons or posts, 

7. Saving; — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes. 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categoics of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

fa) wlio has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may. If satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule, 

5, Power to Relax : Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in wi iting and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

G.S.R. 1359. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulatmg the method of recruitment to class HI and Class IV Non-Industrial Posts in Government of India Press, 
Ring Road, New Delhi under the Directorate of Prmting (Ministry of Works and Housing), namely; 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules may be called the Govt, of India Press, Ring Road, New Delhi (Class IIIJ and 
Class IV Non-Industrial Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay: 'The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications: The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualiflcationi 
and other matters connected therewith, shall be as specified m columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification; No person, 

(a) who has enteied into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage, with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 'to 

such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 

rule. 


6. Power to relax: Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to lime in this regard.

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Garette. 

2. Application. These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Niimbei of posts, classification and scale of pay : The number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications ; The method of recruitment to the said posts, ago limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Dispualiflcation — .No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a niarriago with any person, 

shall be eligible for appoimmant to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that such mrrriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Powe. to relax ; Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving : Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and othor special categories of peroas in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

— In exercise of the powers confened by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

1. (1) These rules may be called the Posts and Tele-

2. In the Posts and Telegraphs Department [Chargehands 
(Technical)] Recruitment Rules, 1959, (hereafter leferred to 
as the said rules), for rule 4, the following rules shall be 
substituted namely; — 

“4. Disqualifications : — No peison, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into oi con- 

tracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and the other party to the marriage 
and that theie aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Service under Posts and Telegraphs (Territorial Army) 
Signal Units; — All candidates (both direct and depart- 
mental), shall, if so required, be liable to serve in the Posts 
and Telegraphs (Territorial Army) Signal Units for such 
periods as arc specified in the Territorial Army Act, 1948, 
(56 of 1948) and the rules made thereunder. 

6. Power to relax; — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving;— Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for can- 
didates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard." 

3. In the Schedule to the said rules, for the entry in 
column 5, the following entry shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"By promotion (i) 33-1/3 per cent by senlority-cum- 
fitness from amongst Skilled Tradesmen who have 
put in not less than five years service in the grade 
on the 1st of July of the year of recruitment, in 
the unit concerned, (ii) 66 2/3 per cent by selec- 
tion from Skilled Tr-adesmen of the unit concern- 
ed who possess the requisite qualifications, failing 
which by direct recruitment."

G.S R. 1339. —In exercise of the powers confeired by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the foUowmg rules further to amend the Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographeis Service Rules, 1971, 
namely. — 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenogiapheis Service (Amendment) Rules, 1974 
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(2) They nhall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Board Secretaiiat Stenographer Service 
Rules, 1971 (hereinaftci referred to as the said rules), in 
rule 11, in sub-iule (2), for the voids “Selection List", the 
words “Select List” shall be substituted. 

3. In the said rules, in rule 12, — 

(i) In sub-rulo (2), — 

(a) for the words and figures "Any vacancies lemaiiiing 
unfilled thcicafter shall be filled by tempoiary promotion on 
the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
of permanent olllcers of Grade Til," the words iind figuies 
“any vacancies remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled 
til St by the appointment of persons approved foi inclusion 
in the Select List and thereafter by temporary promotion on 
the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
of officers of Grade 111’’ shall he substituted; 

(b) before the existing proviso, the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namclv; — 

“Provided that olllcers of Grade III, appointed to that 
grade at the initial constitution of the Serv ce under 
rule 6, shall be eligible for promotion on the basis 
of seniority, subject to the i ejection of unfit, if they 
have rendered not less than three years’ approved 
service in that grade” ; 

(c) in the existing proviso, for the words “Provided that”, 
the words “provided that” shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in sub-rule (3), for the words “Selection List", the 
Worlds “Select List”, shall be substituted. 

4. In the said rules, in rule 13, in sub-rule (2) the follow- 
ing proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 

"Provided that while considering the cases of officers 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes, reservation shall be provided in accord- 
ance with the 01 dels issued by the Central Oov- 
vernment in the Department of Personnel and Ad- 
Ministrative Reforms, m the Cabinet Secretariat, from 
time to time". 

5. In the Fourth Schedule to the said rules, in the first 
provno to sub-paragraph (1) of paiagiaph 2, for item (ii) of 
clause (a), the following ilem '-hall be substituted, namely — 

“(ii) persons selected in the older of their seniority
